GATHERING RACE SUICIDE 
STATISTICS IN OKLAHOMA 


Oklahami City, Okla., March 30.— 
For the purpose of securing statistics 
on the race suicide question in Oklaho­ 
ma and statistics that may eventually 
be embodied in a report from the census 
bureau to congress, resulting in the en­ 
actment of a more universal divorce 
law, Frank E. Neeley of Washington, 
D. C., a representative of the census 
bureau, arrived Thursday and has com­ 
menced wTork at District Clerk Hun­ 
te r’s office, securing such information 
on marriages and 
divorces in this 
county. 
The records of District Clerk Hun­ 
te r’s office for a period of seventeen 
years, ever since the courts wTere es­ 
tablished and the first divorce granted 
up to December 31, 
19%, will lie 
searche I. 
The nam *s of th J parties to 
the marriages ani divorces are nor 
used in the reports made to the census 
bureau, and no record on the reports 


of any names is made. 
The kind of divorce, whether abso­ 
lute or limited, is secured, as is also 
the number of children by the union or 
effected by the decree, whether ali­ 
mony was asked, whether or not ali­ 
mony was granted, the occupation of 
the husband and wife, whether or not 
case was contested, if it was granted 
or refused, cause for the divorce, the ' 
date of separation, marriage and state 
or county in which they were married 
is embodied in the report. 
One hundred and twenty-five repre­ 
sentatives of the census bureau are 
I now at work throughout the country 
| securing such statistics for this division 
j of the bureau. 
Mr. Neeley came di- 
j rect from Washington to Oklahoma, 
I and will likely visit five or six counties 
in Oklahome, in which are located the 
largest cities. 
Several days will be 
spent in securing such information 
from this countv.

AN IOWA BARN WHICH 
HAS PROVED PRACTICAL 


IX. E. Colby, an Iowa Farmer Describes One Which He 
Has Found Satisfactory. 


Plans of dairy barns are not un­ 
common. but frequently such plans 
are more ideal than practical. 
The 
one I ain giving here is satisfactory 
in most details. 
The points in which 
our barn can be improved are modi­ 
fied. 
The barn should 
be conveniently 
located, far enough from the house to 
secure absolute freedom from stable 
odors and, if possible, east or south 
of it. 
In this 
locality 
the 
prevailing 
winds are the 
south and west. The 
barn is almost east of the house and 
although it is within 200 feet, 
w'o 
never have a hint of the stable yards 
at tin* house. 
The best pkin is to 
have tin* building extend nearly north 
and south. 
Lumber was the material we used, 
but under present conditions, I think 
I should build of cement. 
At least, I 
would look around a long time before 
paying tin* prevailing prices for lum- 


mangers. 
Each cow has 
a 
water 
trough which is filled from a tank in 
the milk house. 
When these troughs 
are emptied the surplus water flushes 
out the mangers, leaving them free 
from dust and odor. 
The hay' is kept in the mow over 
the whole barn. 
It Is put in and 
taken out at the front end ^f the feed 
alley. 
This makes it easy to keep the 
barn free from loose hay and dust. 
This alley is about eight feet wide 
and may be used as a driveway. 
All 
i of the ground feed and grain is kept 
on the second floor, thus minimizing 
the space necessary for feed room 
down stairs. 
Spouts leading from the 
bins above are so arranged that the 
; feed car can be loaded from them. 
One car answers for hay, silage and 
ground feed. 
The stables are cleaned by using an 
elevated carrier. 
This passes over 
tho partitions in the box stalls aud 
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Ground Plan of the Practical Barn. 


ber. 
Tho cement barn would be more i 
durable, mort* nearly ti reproof, and it 1 
ought to be warmer. 
It is still an ex­ 
periment, but I believe it will prove 1 
good. 
I he barn, plan of which is given 
here, is 36\60 feet 
It will accommo­ 
date 20 cows in stalls besides the box 
stalls at the ends. 
It is so built that 
it can bt* extended as the herd grows 
and demands m o r e room. 
The box 
stalls are simply moved down as ad­ 
ditions are put on. 
Thirty-six feet 
seems to be 
the 
most 
economical 
width, 
file alleys back of the cows 
are seven feet wide 
The gutters a r e 
I > inches. 
I Ut* stalls are about five 
feet long. 
These vary slightly, some 
being shorter to accommodate 
the 
younger stock 
The cows race each other. 
I like 
this plan because it makes feeding 
easier and keeps the cows from facing 
the light. 
rile* feeding is all dont* 
from a truck. J Ills runs from the silo

Except in ’he gutters, we tried to 
avoid all square corners on the floor 
Where tie* floor and walls meet. th** 
surface is slightly curved. 
This is

low an accumulation of 
dust 
and 
filth.

th*: 


out through a door to the spreader 
shed, which is near the barn.

shed is open at both ends.

I do not 
believe in high partitions 
for

Malls, and by dropping the top board 
directly in the track of the carrier, it 
is an easy m atter to pass it through 
tile stalls. The middle box stall which 
occupies the end of the feed alley is 
made with rolling doors. 
These can 
be opened so as to allow a team to 
drive through the barn. 
There are nine windows on each 
side. 
There is on** in the end of each 
box stall. 
This furnishes an abun­ 
dance of light and sunshine. 
All the 
windows art* put in like the illustra­ 
tion. 
They swing on the sill 
and 
open inward; this insures ventilation 
an I prevents the draft from coming 
directly onto the cows. 
Besides the 
windows, there are ventilating shafts 
which lead from near the eaves to 
openings about 30 Inches from the 
floor. 
This system, lf well arranged, 
is the hest I have seen. 
Great care 
must be used in building the shafts 
and they m ust he large enough to car­ 
ry a good volume of air and be per­ 
fectly tight. 
Our stalls are not modern. 
They 
have been satisfactory, but we are 
going to have a more sanitary affair 
before another winter. 
The milk and 
wash rooms are opposite the 
silo. 
They are separated from the barn by 
six,rig J oois. 
lilt* stab!** odors never 
bother if we are careful to keep the 
doors closed 
The tank in the milk 
room furnishes water for cooling tho 
milk and watering the cows. 
Thoro 
is a milk scale and cow record In tho 
milk room 
Each cow’s yield is re­ 
corded. 
The milk is strained, separ­ 
ated and th** cream is cooled 
here 
Ibis end of the barn is nearest the 
house 
The stable yard is about 60 
feet distant, for the fence comes next 
to the doors that admit the cows to 
the stable

LIFE IN TURKISH HAREM 


A T M O S P H E R E IN W H IC H W O M E N 


O F T H A T C O U N T R Y L IV E . 


Ayche Faike, Talented Turkish Lady, 
Who 
Escaped 
to 
London* 
Gives Her Personal 
Experiences. 


The 
word 
“harem ” 
conjures 
dp 
visions of houris veiled in the mystery 
of generations of seclusion, and ex**r- 
cis**s on the occidental mind the won­ 
derful fascination of the unknown; but 
alas! the reality of harem life has no 
illusions, no glamor for us, the un­ 
fortunate daughters of the east, who 
have to endure its monotony, bear its 
suppressions, and suffer its humilia 
tions from year to year, with few com 
pcnsations, and no hope. 
I he high intellectual culture given 
in tin* present day in the harem s Is 
responsible for much suffering. Taught 
by European governesses to be equal­ 
ly proficient in four or fly** different 
languages, able to read th** classics 
in the originals, trained to appreciate 
ail that is best in music, art and liter­ 
ature, we learn of th** treasures that 
lie in th** world outside only to kuf*w 
that they are not for us. 
Loaded with jewels, clad in I ’aridian 
dresses, surrounded by luxuries of 
every description, the refinements of 
civilizatLm are ours, and these are 
supposed to satisfy all that the heart 
of a Turkish woman eau deair*-; to 
compensate for stifled longings, to still 
th** yearnings to bt* something mors 
than a chattel, to have the right to 
think, and live our own life. 
Ask a Turk with a family of three 
sons and three daughters how many 
children he has; “Three.” he will an­ 
swer, and this is symbolical of our 
position; we simply do not count; we 
ar.* possessions, not factors in the 
economy of lift*. Existence in a harem 
is captivity within captivity; there is 
no privacy, no looks or Holts to th** 
bedroom doors, and th** servants come 
in and out as it tin* place were t ’weir 
own. 
When we go out it is in a close 
carriage, attended by a slave an<\ a 
eunuch —tilt* 
latter 
n**ar!y 
always 
black, so that he may be distinguished 
by his skin. 
We must not leave th** 
country without the special permis­ 
sion of th** sultan, which is difficult to 
obtain, even when health and life itself 
depends upon the concession. 
We 
may not have as much as our photo­ 
graphs taken as a 
souvenir for a 
friend without the sam** august au­ 
thority. 
Our letters, papers and the 
little possessions dear to evert woman 
are not our private property, but ar** 
liable to be turned over, confiscated, 
or burned at the whim of a husband. 
as a punishment for some supposed 
misdemeanor, or to gratify his love of 
power. 
There Is little break in the monot­ 


ony of harem life; study and sew ing 
sewing and study, with an occasional 
tea party; but this is not of frequent 
occurrence, for, when one visits a lady 
friend, all the men of the establish­ 
ment must leave the house—an incon­ 
venience not to be lightly enforced. 
By law, a child does not owe obedi­ 
ence to its parents after the age of 15, 
but this is ignored, and never had 
effect. 
Barents are tyrannical in their 
authority, and marry their children to 
whom tb.ey like, making arrangements 
and settling details without reference 
to the wishes of those it concerns 
most. A girl looks on her marriage as 
a great catastrophe, a part of the en­ 
durance which is a woman’s jot. and 
goes to the man she has never seen, 
aud to the unknown life that lies be­ 
fore her, hating, hoping, fearing. 
She 
may not love her husband when she

knows him; she often hates him, yet 
sh** must vie with his other wives in 
seeking his favor; be preferred to-day. 
to he slighted to-morrow, endure the 
humiliations, the rivalries, the petty 
jealousies which ar** always a part of 
harem life, and go through the awful 
scenes which often ensue when the 
lord and m aster has left. 
Any pref­ 
erence shown—th** gift of a jewel, 
a word of praise or admiration—is 
e nough to rouse the dormant passions, 
sui pressed until the husband leaves, 
but which then break out into a hur­ 
ricane of Jealous fury, in which they 
tear one another’s hair out. 
Thee are 
jealous 
of 
one 
another’s children, 
sometimes of their own. and there is 
no outlet but physical violence for the 
rag** that consumes them. 
Compelled 
to live in the same captivity 
with 
hated rivals, th** irritation is never 
allowed to die out and tragedies fol­ 
low—hushed up, but none the less 
tragedies—of mental misery and 
loss revenge.

There is a wa. cloud hovering over 
Persia, and any moment there may 
break out open conflict between two 
princes of th** royal house, the present 
shah and his brother. Prince Salart*- 
Douleh. who has instigated a revolt 
against the new ruler. 
The beliger- 
ent prince has raised an army of 60,- 
000 well armed insurgents, composed 
mostly of lams. Bakhtiaris and other 
highlanders, and s e e k s to secure the 
independence of the southern prov­ 
inces of Persia—Loristan, Arabis tan 
and Bakhtiari. 
I he plan for this Insurrection was 
engineered in 1902, when Salare Dou­ 
leh lutist cunningly married the daugh­ 
ter of A Ii Choli Khan, of Bakhtiari. 
who is enjoying British protection. 
In 1903 Salare Douleh. after many 
secret interviews with both Turkish 
and British ambassadors, fled from 
Teheran to Loristan with th** object of 
inducing the chiefs of the Loristan 
tribes to join him in revolt against his * 
father. Mozaffeied din Shah. 
And lie \ 
would certainly have succeeded in his ! 
endeavors but for the refusal of his 
father-in-law. AU Ghoul! Khan, and th** I 
friendly advice of one of ills Armenian j 
aides de camp. 
At present, however, the deep hatred 
he bears toward his b r o t h e r and the 
dislike for all constitutions have driven 
him once more to insurrection on the 
frontiers of his father in law. 
Loristan, Arabistan and Bakhtiari 
are the central provinces of southern I 
Persia, and being very mountainous 
are so well suited to guerrilla wars 
that until now no army has ever suc­ 
ceeded in penetrating those and hold­ 
ing the inhabitants in subjugation. 
Salare Douleh is a tyrant in the full 
meaning of the word. 
He often orders 


the beheading of m**n accused of the 
slightest offenses merely to keep in 
terror those who surround him. 
And 
for his cruelties he is the most hated 
man in Persia. 
Any claims he may 
put forward for his rights to the 
throne will not h** tolerated by Persia’s 
people. 
He 
is extremely avaricious 
and 
greed). and 
often 
s l a y s 
rich 
Blends and ev**n servants to appropri­ 
ate their riches. 
On** case was that 
of his secretary, Hadji Ashraf, whom 
he beheaded at Zendjan in 1900, anti 
took his wealth. 
In this w a y . also, be 
treated two of his rich servants In 
Arabistan. 
To give an illustration of his cruel- 
t ies I can say this, that he often horse­ 
whips his wives as punishment for 
imaginary wrongs. 
In short, this im­ 
pudent prince, who Is surrounded by 
such slothful advisers as Nassire-Ne- 
zam gad Yemine Nezain, and who re­ 
gards the world merely as a pledge for 
his own existence, has sown th** seeds 
Of a civil war which threat* us disastec 
to the welfare of Persia. 
Had it not been for the internal 
strife created by parliament and the 
riffraff 
revolutions, 
the 
mutiny of 
SalareDouleh could be curbed easily. 
But now Mohammed All Shah has 
neither organized army nor financial 
aid. and. most important of all, ais 
autocratic powers are at present very 
limited by the constitution extorted 
from him tin February 8. 
The present shah, con fretted with 
such threatening aud serious events. 
is quite helpless. 
At last England in 
th** name of international law and the 
pacification of southern Persia and 
Russia for the preservation of order 
in northern Persia will he obliged to 
interfere in the Interna! affairs of Per­ 
sia. and from that day the fate of 
Persia will be sealer. 
The outcome of this armed interveQ. 
lion wlL] be either the fall aud division 
of the country between two rival coun­ 
tries. which does not seem to me prob­ 
able. or government by joint control.

STATISTICS IN OKLAHOMA 


Oklahami City, Okla., March 30.— 


For the purpose of securing 
statistics 


on the race suicide question in Oklaho- 
ma and statistics that may eventually 
be embodied in a report from the census 
bureau to congress, resulting in the en- 
actment of a more universal divorce 
law, Frank E. Neeley of Washington, 
D. C., a representative of the census 
bureau, arrived Thursday and has com- 
menced work at District Clerk Hun- 
ter's office, securing such information 
on marriages and 
divorces in this 


county. 


The records of District Clerk Hun- 


ter's office for a period of seventeen 
years, ever since the courts were es- 
tablished and the first divorce granted 
up to December 3J. 
1£>OC, 
will be 


searche 1. The nam *s of th > parties n. 
the marriages and divorces are n>>r 
used in the reports made to the census 
bureau, and no record on the reports 


of any names is made, 


The kind of divorce, whether abso- 


lute or limited, is secured, as ia also 
the number of children by the union or 
effected by the decree, whether ali- 
mony was asked, whether or not ali- 
mony was granted, the occupation of 
the husband and wife, whether or not 
case was contested, if it was granted 
or refused, cause for the divorce, the 
date of separation, marriage and state 
or county in which they were married 
ia embodied in the report. 


One hundred and twenty-five repre- 


sentatives of the census bureau are 
now at work throughout the country 
securing such statistics for this division 
of the bureau.
